When natare seems to be at peace 


with the universe and itself and all 
there is about us is typifying the great 
future, there falls upon the ear from a 
distance a muffled sound ot thunder 
that reminds us that we are still on 
the earth, where all there is that we 
admire and call beautiful is in conten- 
tion.

and mnrmurings that precede conten- 
tion may be heard in whispers, pre- 
saging a coming storm. 


Strange as it may seem, it is true
